- MENACE COMMENTS ON IMMIGRATION BILL 
AND CATHOLIC COLONIZATION. 


The Immigration Bill, with its literacy clatise, 
which was recently passed by the Senate, and now 
amas either the signature or veto of the ‘President, 
d a new oceasion for an attack on Catholics 
te Menace. Almost the whole issue of the Aurora 
él, of January 9, was devoted to a clever fabrica- 
n, ¢aleulated to prove that all hostility tothe lit- 
eracy clause in this bill comes from the Catholic Hier- 
arehy, Behind this Catholic opposition, it says, is the 
Catholic Church’s great scheme with unlimited capital 
to. colonize all immigrants. 

_ Now the editor of this paper knows something 
about the Catholic Colonizition Movement, being one 
of the Directors of the same; and he also knows the 
mind of the Church’s biggest men with reference to 
thé influx of Catholic immigrants. 

he Catholic Colonization Society has no capital 
whatsoever; its regular income (which consists. of 
$6.00 a year contributions from fewer than one’ hun- 
dred persons) is not sufficient to pay the man who 
loéks after its correspondence. This society owns no. 

, and is forbidden by its very charter dither to buy. 
or sell land. It:has no colonies over which it has direct: 
control; it exists merely to direct people (mostly of 
our own country) who want to move, and who are in- 
tere in locating on good soil near a Catholic 
ehurch, The Catholic Colonization Society has: not 
séttled a single colony with immigrants. 

The move to bring Belgians to the United States 
at. the present. time, which the newspapers have re- 
ferred to, was the thought of the Southern Develop- 
ment Company, an organization financed by the 
Southern States and the Southern Railroads, and 
whose solé aim is to develop the South. This company 
is not concerned about the religion of the peeple whom 
if would direct southward, but it is of the opmion that 
the Belgians ‘could not be surpassed for whatis known 

intensive farming, and regards this moment of 
jan destitution as the psycological one to bring 
them over here. 


Now as to Immigration, as far as Catholics. are 
concérned; most bishops and priests wish there were 
léss of it. It is almost impossible, owing to a scarcity 
of priests of the many. nationalities represented by. the 
immigrants, to look after their spiritual needs in this 
country; and most priests are agreed that they would: 
be‘better-off religiously, if they remained in the-coun- 
tries of their birth. 

: If Catholic protests have been heard at Wash- 
ington (along with protests from many sources), it is 
because of the grounds for believing that-many advo- 
dates of the Immigration Bill are inspired by an anti 
Catholic feeling—realizing, as they do, that’ a large 
percentage of immigrants at the resent time repre- 
sents people whose religion is Catholic.
